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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-36 are pending in the instant application filed 08/13/06. 

2. The Correspondence Address Change filed 09/5/01 has been entered. 

3. The IDS submitted 08/31/01 has been entered and considered. 

4. The Correspondence Address Change filed 06/24/05 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

5. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claim 1-6 and 19-24, drawn to a method and system for receiving an order 
for N items and bundling the N items, classified in class 705, subclass 26. 

II. Claims 7-1 1 and 25-29, drawn to a method and system for receiving an 
order for M unit(s) and unbundling the M unit(s), classified in class 705, 
subclass 22. 

III. Claims 12-18 and 30-36, drawn to a method and system for receiving an 
order for X item(s) and translating and representing the X item(s) as Y 
item(s), classified in class 705, subclass 27. 

6. Inventions I, II and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because Invention I has a method and 
system for receiving an order for N items and bundling the N items. The 
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subcombination has separate utility such as Invention II has a method and system for 
receiving an order for M unit(s) and unbundling the M unit(s) of the order as N individual 
items. Invention I can be used in any environment that requires ordering from an 
Internet website or ordering from a retail store in person and shipping the items to a 
customer in lots where the items are bundled. Invention II the subcombination, can be 
used where items are unbundled and shipped to a purchaser or inventoried as 
unbundled (separate units). Invention III the subcombination has separate utility such as 
a method for receiving the order indicating X item(s) and translating and representing 
the X item(s) as Y item(s) which can be used in an inventory to indicate that the 
inventory for certain items has decreased and needs to be restocked or that the items or 
are the most wanted items and sell faster than other items. 

Applicants' "Brief Summary of the Invention" discloses three embodiments of the 
invention on pages 3-6 which indicates three separate inventions
